DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 36 and 37 were pending in this application at the time of the mailing of the 
previous Office Action. New claim 38 has been added by the latest amendment. Claims 36-38 
have been examined. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see paper #10, filed 9/22/2003, with respect to claims 36 and 37 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of the claims under 35 USC 
103(a) as obvious over Lenz (US 5,706,047) and Torrey (US 3,752,961), and the rejection of the 
claims under obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1 and 2 of US Patent 6,052,465 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 36-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field; Lentz et al. (US 5,706,047) and Torrey (US 3,752,961), 
singly and in reasonable combination with each other and with the other prior art in the field do 
no teach the combination of claimed features of an optical disc of; a radially oriented bar code- 
like mark and an identifier separate from the bar code-like mark indicating whether the bar code- 
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like mark is present and where the identifier is located in an information recording area of the 
disc. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
